TRAN-MISSOURI ASSOCIATION. 


The Missouri Pacific Denies the Charge of 
Conspiracy. 

Atcutson, Kan., March 1.—After mature 
deliberation and a careful investigation of 
all the points of law involved in the suit 
brought by the United States District 
Attorney Ady of Topeka to dissolve 


the Trans-Missouri Association and to enjoin 
the roads comprising it an answer has at 
last been framed, and this morning B. P. 
Waggener, as its attorney, filed an answer in 
the United States District Court for the Mis- 
sour! Pacific Raliroad, one of the roads in the 
association. : 

The answer of the Missouri Pacific ts doubt- 
less the same as that which will be filed by 
alithe other roads. Initthe Missouri Pa- 
cific denies thatin March, 1889, the defend- 
ants were discontented with the usual rates 
and prices. On the other hand the 
rates were more nearly satisfactory 
than those in effect now. It denies 
the existence of any contrivance in 
connection with the formation of the asso- 
ciation to unjustly or oppressiyely increase 
the rates or to monopolize the traffic among 
and between the States and Territories 
affected by the association. It Is the inten- 
tion of each member of the association to ob- 
tain all the track possible as against all other 
members and outside lines. 

The answer goes on to show that concerted 
action between the carriers is indispensable 
in order to comply with the provisions of the 
interstate commerce law and defends the 
bureau established for the inspection and 
weighing of freight. The answer further 
shows that the leading objects of 
the association are the establishment 
of reasonable rates, rules and regulations on 
all freight traffic and the maintenance of 
such rates when established, both of which 
objects are peremptory requirements of the 
Interstate ommerce Law. It denies that 
the people of said States and Territories, or 
persons engaged in trade and commerce 
within, among and between said States and

BEX’S GORGEOUS PAGEANT FILLS THE 
STREETS TO-DAY, 


The Mystic Krewe of Comus Will Possess 
the Town To-Night and His Parade 
Will Represent Japanese Traditions 
Proteus Appeared Last Night With 
Eighteen Floats, 


NEW ORLEANS, March 1. — Heretofore the 
great New Orleans carnival covered the 
period of two days only—the Monday before 
the beginning of Lent, on which day the 
mythical Rex made his triumphal entry. into 
the city, and Mardi Gras, when his day pa- 
geant lumbered its dazzling way through the 
principal streets of the town. But this year 
the Italian idea of a prolonged carnival was 
adopted, and the festivities opened a week 
ago with the ball of the Argonauts. The 
next night came the ball of the Atlanteans, 
another secret organization, and Thursday 
night was Momus’ turn to entertain 
and divert the glittering social 
throng. But all these are only 
immense convocations of the swell- 
est society folk and the most prominent of 
visitors tothe city, andthe public generally 
have no interest in them whatsoever. Rex, 
Proteus and Comusare more generous. In 
addition to their brilliant balls, they enter- 
tain the entire populace of the city with 
street pageants of unrivalled gorgeousness. 
The first of these was given last night, Pro- 
teus appearing on the streets with a proces- 
sion of eighteen floats resplendent in gorge- 
ous colors, bearing maskers in rich costumes, 
and lighted by the brightest of torches and 
the gayest of pyrotechnics, the whole illu- 
strating the subject, ‘‘A Dream ofthe Vege- 
table Kingdom. 

REX’S DAY PARADE. 

To-day opened bright and sunny, and Rex’s 
day pageant was given every atmospheric 
advantage for looking well. The subject of 
his parade was the ‘‘Symbolism of Colors, 
and all the rich resources of Rex’s capacious 
vaults, the best designs of his artists and the 
finest of materials were brought into use to 
make the pageant really impressive. 

In the van came dukes of the court on 
horseback with knights, gay in the panoply 
of carnival time, These preceded the car 
containing the boeuf gras, the huge bullock, 
whose flesh is to be served at the last royal 
banquet befere kent. Chains of roses lie on 
his tawny neck, his horns and hoofs are 
gilded, and servingas his keepers, are the 
blackest of Kthiopians in Oriental costume. 

The first car in the parade is that bearing 
the Rex coat ot arms. The kingly colors lie 
just before the embDlazgened crest, above is 
the royal crown, and draped over the car Is 
the ermine mantle guarded by two members 
of the court. 

The next car bearé Rex on a throne of ap- 

ropriate magnificence, Gleams or giitter- 

ng golden wheels are seen, over which is a 
graceful, glistening diamond- dusted cascade 
of delicate fronds, curling tier after tier in 
tendrilly grace and forming at the topa 
throne and canopy. In the heart of this sits 
Rex waving his jeweled scepter and bowing 
acknowledgments to the multitudes who 
salute him, 

The next float was introductory. It repre- 
sented an artist's studio with an immense 
palette, on which glittered every combin- 
ation of color, and around in delicate drap- 
ings are lovely women acting as models. 

Car No. 4was white, symbolizing purity. 
White is the combination of all the colors; so 
is purity as first of virtues. The scene is 
aqueous; a throne of sea-foam on an ocean of 
clear water; on the throne is a virgin clad in 
white alone; before her is an angel carrying 
aloft a star with white-Dlazing brilliance. A 
white dove of peace is resting near the vir- 
gin and pure chalices spill their immaculate 
contents to the water’s edge. 

In the Church of Rome rose color signifies 
martyrdom. On the float which succeeds 
white are seen beautiful maidens undergoing 
martyrdom, the fire refusing to hurt their 
pure forms, and the flames turning into 
roses around them. 

Pale green signifies the most ancient rite 
of baptism.

AMONG THE STARVING. 


Scenes of Suttering Witnessed by a Press 
Correspondent. 


Lowpow, March 1.—The English special cor - 
respondent who is traveling in the famine 
districts of Russia writes from Saratov that 
crimes of violence in the valley ofthe Volga 


are of freqnent occurrence. Clergymen’s 
houses have been robbed and the bodles of 
murdered men are found on the high roads. 
The correspondent was warned of the 
dangers of traveling about the country 
and he seldom drove at night. 
Caravans of merchandise are escorted by an 
armed force. The. correspondent says 
that while he was sleighing on 
the Volga one evening he was tracked 
for haif an hour by a ragged, 
ill looking peasant, armed with a musket 
and cudgel. It was his intention 
to signal the approach of the corre- 
spohdent to an ambush repared by 
robbers who infest both sides of the 
Volga. The correspondent showed his re- 
volver and the peasant retired. The corre- 
spondent adds that Villages in the 
Government of Samara, which were 
prosperous in 1886, are now 
plunged into the deepest misery, and the 
pulation has been decimated. In one vil- 
age 2,765 0 its 7,858 inhabit- 
ants bave migrated. ofr those 
remaining 1,50 are dependent upon 
charity. In three months the people of this 
village have lost 4,088 hend of live stock. 
They are indebted tothe State in the sum 
of 72,380 roubles. Similar conditions 
prevail in many other villages. Forty thou- 
sand acres of land are idle in one — of 
Samara, owing toa lack of seed wherewith to 
plant this area. A large number of the 
Germans live in holes in the earth for 
warmth, They eat bread made of wild hemp 
and the carcasses of horses. This diet causes 
severe, Often fatal, nausea. The famine is 
changing the peasants into wild beasts. In 
one case a man attempted to hang his daugh- 
ter because she had not been successful in 
begging. A loaf of bread was given toa 
peasant, who began to devour it with the 
avidity ofa famished wolf, While he was in 
the act of gulping down the bread 
he fell into a fit.

the correspondent says that the land inthe 
basin of the Volga is exhausted and the 
climate is changing. He sugge@&s that 100, 
000 of the German colonists be assisted to 
emigrate to Canada and the United States. 
They are a fine race, he says, and would 
make successful colonists in thoge countries.

IT FELL THROUGH. 


The Chicago Syndicate’s Deal for the 
$1,000,000 St. Louis Hotel. 


THEY FAILED TO DEMONSTRATE THEIR 
FINANCIAL ABILITY. 


— — 


ATLocal Syndicate Formed Which Satis- 
fies the Autumnal Festivities Associa- 
tion and Offers Three Hotel Sites—An 
Early Decision Oertain— The Lease on 
the Pope’s Theater Property. 


As the site of the .$1,000,000 hotel to de 
erected in St. Louis, with a $100,000 bonus 
given by the Autumnal Festivities Associa- 
tion, the Ninth and Olive streets—Pope’s 
Theater—property seems now to have been 
abandoned upon consideration. President 
Sam M. Kennard of the Exposition states 
that the reason for this especial deal falling 
through is that the Chicago parties who were 
to have built the hotel on that site 
have been unable to form a company with 
sufficient capital for the purpose. 

This failure of the project to secure the 
hotel for that location comes only after cer- 
tain decisive steps have been taken in the 
matter by the Chicago people interested, and 
seems to leave those parties in a somewhat 
peculiar position. According to Mr. Ken- 
nard the Chicago people now have a ninety- 
nine-year lease on the Pope’s Theater prop- 
erty with the privilege of erecting a hotel or 
any other suitable bullding thereon. They 
have given a $100,000 bond to guarantee 
the rental of the property, and 
could they show their ability to 
erect a $1,000,000 hotel structure, beginning 
the work at once, the deal with the Autumnal 
Festivities Association would probably be 
closed. President Kennard’s plain state- 
ment that the Chicago people have not satis- 
factorily demonstrated their financial ability 
covers one of these two necessary conditions. 
As to the other, the Pope’s Theater lessees 
evidently stand in the way of obtaining 
prompt possession of the premises. Messrs. 
Havim & Hagan have a contract with the 
owners of the property which provides that 
they shall be given one year’s notice, on 
May 1, of any year during their possession, 
that they are required to vacate. Havlin & 
Hagan are willing to give up their contract 
for what they consider a sum sufficient to 
justify them in doing so. They state that 
they are willing to show the books of Pope’s 
Theater and to base their demands upon the 
yearly profits shown by the books. Negoti- 
ations were at one time entered into Detween 
the Chicago people and Havlin & Hagan, but 
nothing came ofthem, On this basis the 
Pope’s Theater dealis n off although 
there is saidto be yet some faint prospect 
that it might suddenly come again to the 
front under certain conditions. 

A LOCAL SYNDICAT B'S PROPOSITION. 

Last night Mr. Valle Reyburn, the attorney 
representing a syndicate composed of the 
Hammett-Anderson-Wade Real Estate Co, 
and Col. B, F. Hammett, Festus J. Wade, 
Lorenzo E. Anderson, August Gehner, A. II. 
Handlan, Jr., Samuel M. Kennard, Wm. II. 
Thompson. J. B. C. Lucas, Edward Mallinc- 
kroit and M. C. Wetmore appeared before 
the Autumnal Festivities Association in the 
Directors’ room of the Exposition Bullding 
with a proposition offering three hotel sites 
to the association, from which a choice 
could be mgede. 

The sites named were the southern half of 
city block No, 274, being 270 feet on the north 
side of Pine street, extending north 10) feet 
each on Ninth and Tenth streets; the east 
half of city block No. 178 (known as the Uni- 
versity block), 2% feet on the north side of 
Wasbington avenue, running 145 feet north 
te Lucas avenue, and the Masonic Hall prop- 
erty atthe northwest corner of Seventh and 
Market streets, in city biock No. 184. 

Mr. Reyburn’s report was made following 
an agreement between the Autumnal Festivi- 
ties Association and himselfasthe represen- 
tative of a local syndicate, whereby he had 
paid the association $1,000 and agreed to 
name Marchs a syndicate of capitalists who 
would guarantee the erection ofa hotel such 
as the association demanded. The syndicate 
named by Mr. Reyburn last night was 
satisfactory and that gentleman is now re 
quired to submit to the Au- 
tumnal Festivities Association for 
their acceptance the architectural drawings 
of the proposed structure, upon acceptance 
of which Mr. Rey burn will pay $9,000 additional 
guarantee and receive the association’s 
promise of the $100,000 bonus stipulated for. 

Mn. REYBURN SEEN. 

In addition to the three sites definitely 
namedas above, Mr. Reyburn also stated 
that he had other sites in contemplation 
whicb he might offer to the association in the 
near future, so that it is not yet cer- 
tain that the association’s choice of a hotel 
location will be confined to the three offers 
already made.

WILL RE-APPOINT BRENNAN. 

Col. Wm, Swift is at present before the 
committee, but it has always been under- 
stood that he was used merely as a stop-gap 
until Dr. Brennan’s name could be again 
sentin. Col. Swift would not assume the 
duties of the office if he were confirmed, and 
there was never any fear that he would be 
confirmed. 

There was a rumor this morning that Dr. 
Brennan's name would be again sent to the 
Counell after the reorganization had taken 
place. A great many of the Mayor’s 47 

rters doubted if it would be done owing 
Dr. Brennan’s complicity in the McGroarty 
case and the strong action taken on the mat-

night. 

An interview with Mayor Noonan this 
morning put the whole thing in the light of a 
joke on the Medical Society. When asked 
this morning if he intended sending Dr. 
Brennan’s name again before the Council, 
his Honor replied: ‘‘I don’t know what will 
be done with Mr, Swift’s name, but in case of 
its rejection I think I am under a half 
promise tothe Medical Society to reappoint 
Dr. Brennan. After Mr. Swilft’s name was 
sent to the Council, Dr. Gregory and several 
other physicians called on me as a committee 
from the Medical Society and ur 
on me Dr. Brennan’s appointment. I think 
that I promised in the event of Mr. Swift’s 
rejection that I would reconsider Dr. Bren- 
nan’s name and I will keep my word. 

The Mayor in further conversation denied 
that there was any significance in his meet- 
ing with Chief Lindsay and in answer to a 
question replied that there was no immedi- 
ate likelihood of his sending in either Mr. 
Holman or Mr. Lindsay’s name for confirma- 
tion. I wish you would state, he said, 
**that there is no truth in these rumors about 
John Gilbert resigning. He does not want to 
leave the office. I don’t want him to leave 
and I am sure he will remain. 

The inference to be drawn from the 
Mayor’sstatement is that Mr. Swift’s name 
will be rejected, Dr. Brennan reappointed 
and sent before the new Sanitary Committee 
and comfirmed by the new combine. 

In the make-up ofthe other committees, it 
is predicted that Mr. Cole will step down 
from the chairmanship of the Ways and 
Means Committee and give piace to either 
Hoolan or Bensiek. Mr. Horton will take 
Mr. Sloan’s place on the Public 
Improvements Committee and in ae 
the Rallroad Committee Mr. Cullinane wil 
step out by request, and perhaps Mr. Arn- 
stein will be let out. Mr. Cullinane will be 
the new Chairman of the Committee on

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Effect of the Wabash Trial at 
Springfield. 
The decision rendered yesterday in the 
United States Court at Springfield in the 
suits against the Wabash road, ~ Kehior 
Bros. and others for violation of the 
interstate commerce law is regarded 
among merchants on change as of 


the first importance. By the decision it 18 
ruled that while the interstate commerce 
law applies to freight which originates and is 
delivered within the United States,. that it 
does not apply to freight going to 
Canadian points. The effect of this, it 
is urged, is the practical abolition 
of the interstate commerce law as concerns 
mostly all foreign shipments, as it will 
throw into the hands ofthe Canadian roads 
an amount of traffic that would under ordl- 
nary circumstances never leave the United 
States. That the Canadian Pacific and the 
Soo line will profit by the decision 
is admitted by all, ascutrates can be made 
by all connecting roads, to the detriment of 
the lines in the northern part of the country, 
towhich the Interstate Commerce law ap- 
plies. But this effect is not the 
worst that threatens the Southwest. 
By a very slight change in contracts 
it is argued thatthe cotton crop can be sent 
abroad by way of Canada, and a large part 
Of the corn crop that has hitherto come to 
this city can be diverted in the same direc- 
tion. Of such importance is this demand 
that telegrams have been sent to 
the Missouri Representatives in Congress 
asking them totake steps to alter the law in 
such a manner thatthe foreign lines will not 
be so favored at the expense of those of the 
United States. An answer was received from 
Washington stating that Senator Cullom 
would at once introduce an amenament that 
will put a stop to this condition of affairs.

Nevins Replies to the Personal 
Statement—Judge Palmer Talks. 

New Yorx, March 1.—The mother of Mary 
Nevins-Blaine has this to say of the ‘‘per- 
sonal statement’’ by Mr. James G. Blaine, 
Sr., published yesterday concerning the 


marital troubles of his son: 

His story of our interview with Mrs. Blaine is 
largely manufactured out of Whole cloth. Iwill tell 
you exactly what took place. I accompanied my 
daughter tothe house. The nurse and the child 
were with us. Wewere shown into the drawing- 
room. Mrs. Blaine came in. We all bowed and 
asked to see her husband. Mrs. Blaine said we 
could not see him. She insisted upon the nuree 
leaving the room. She said she would not discuss 
the matter before a servant. The nurse and little 
Jim went to the kitchen. We continued to talk mat- 
ters over for some time. All three of us were per- 
fectly cool. Mrs. Blaine said, when Marie spoke of 
— away again: Well youcan leave your baby 

ere if you want to. If Marie had been some poor 
Jim Blaine had seduced 

never have spoken in 
manner. I spoke u for 
: They have both done wrong, Mrs. Biaine, 
in marrying without our consent.’’ A moment or 
two later she turned to my daughter and said in an 
extremely significant way: Well, vour marriage was 
all wrong, anyway. Marie, Then I protested. Mrs. 
Blaine instantly flew into a fury. She rang a Dell 
and a servant appeared with surprising speed. If it 
had been my servant I should certainly have accused 
her of eaves-dropping. ‘*Show these persons out. 
cried Mrs. Blaine, and then she added, And watch 
them Wewalked out and called the nurse and 
little Jim. Atthe door of the carriage the nurse, 
who was crying out of sympathy for Marie, said: 
Mrs. Blaine, you are a goose to go away like this; 
you are his wife. Go right up to his room. Noone 
has a right to stop you.’’ Marie went back into the 
house. I stayed Inthe carriage. Then it was that 
the scenes took place. 

A reporter endeavored to obtain an inter- 
view with Archbishop Corrigan. Father 
Ducey, who performed the marriage cere- 
mony which united young Blaine and Miss 
Nevins, had stated that the Archbishop gave 
his saction after being fully apprised of all 
the facts in the case, and granted the dis- 
pensation enabling the priest to perform the 
service, 

Archbishop Corrigan delegated his secre- 
tary, Mer. McDonnell, to reply to Father 
Ducey’s statement. I am surprised, said 
Mgr. McDonnell, that Father Ducey tries to 
shiel imself by drawing the Archbishop 
into the matter. All that the Archbishop had 
to do with the marriage was to issue the dis- 
pensation. Father Ducey came to the Arch- 
bishop’s house with young Mr. Blaine and 
Miss Nevins. He explained the situation. As 
the young woman was a Catholic and the 
young man was not a Catholic and the couple 
wished to be married by a Catholic 
priest a dispensation was necessary. 
Young Mr. Biane came to apply for one. 
The Archbishop was reluctant to grant a 
dispensation. He talked to the young couple 
for more than an hour, but he could not dis- 
suade them from their purpose. The young 
man said that as he lacked but a few weeks 
of being 21 there could be no objection on the 
score of age. The Archbishop told young 
Mr. Blaine that on account of the conspicu- 
ous position of his father he should be care- 
fulnotto do anything that might interfere 
with his father’s plans. The young man was 
persistent, and on Father Ducey’s recom- 
mendation the dispensation was granted. 

It should be understoood that the Arch- 
bishop’s part was simply to grant permis- 
sion to Mr. Blaine and Miss Nevins to be mar- 
ried by a Catholic priest. it was the duty 
of the priest who performed the cere- 
mony to ascertain if there were any 
obstacles to the merriage. When young 
Mr. Blaine 's father wrote to 
Father Ducey the letter published to- 
day, he @ent a copy of it to the Arch- 
bishop. he Archbishop promptly requested 
Father Ducey to explain to Mr. Blaine at 
once, Father Ducey said he would explain 
when he thought proper, and the Archbishop 
told Father Ducey that, as a matter of 
courtesy, he should reply to Mr. Blaine’s 
letter. After the marriage, Mrs. Sherman, 
wife of Gen. Sherman, called on the Arch- 
bishop to speak about the marriage. The 
Archbishop explained his position and told 
her how he had acted in the matter. Mrs. 
Sherman informed Mr. Blaine of what the 
Archbishop had said. She called on the Arch- 
bishop again and told him that Mr. Blaine 
expressed himself as perfectly satisfied with 
the Archbishop’s actions. Mrs. Sherman 
also said that Mr. Blaine highly appreciated 
the courtesy of the Archbishop. 

IT WILL BE ANSWERED.

James G. Blaine, Jr., in her suit for divorce, 
was informed of the nature of Mr. Blaine’s

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A RUMORED CONSOLIDATION, 


Story That Washington University and 
the State University May Be United. 


It wasrumored in educational circles to- 
day that there was a movement on foot to 
merge the State University of Columbia, Mo., 
with the Washington University of St. Louis, 
and that the union would enable the trustees 
of the local university to throw the doors of 
the school open and give free high school 
education, The State University is supported 


by the State through special appropriations, 
and it was said the Washington University 
with its endowments and the additiona 
financial aid of the commonwealth, would 
enabled to carry out this philanthropic 


scheme. 

Prof. W. 8. Chaplin, Chancellor of Wash- 
ington University, was seen this morning 
and told of the rumor. “ 

Lou are the second person to tell me this 
bit of news,’’ saidthe Chancellor. ‘‘One of 
our professors received a letter a few days 
ago from a friend tn the State asking him if 
there was anythingin thestory. I know the 
views ofa majority of our trustees and 1 can 
say almost positively there no scheme of that 
kind under way. We have no desire to force 
such a union and we do not wish to put our- 
selves forward as wishing for it. There is 
plenty of room in this big State for two uni- 
versities. Washington University has a 
charter and its piace is here. Columbia, I 
suppose, has a charter and its place is in 
Columbia. As to free education, that 
is out of the question. A pupil costs the 
university $150 a year. Should we get the 
income of $18,000 or $20,000a year a year al- 
lowed Columbia College it would maintain 
only 120 pupils at this college. If we threw 
our doors open to everyone, do you think 
only 120 young men would take advantage of 
it? The number would be greater, I assure 
you. What the State needs now is a large 
university, well oe and strongly sup- 
ported. The people of this State should have 
one great school and supportit generously. 
It would be a profitable investment.’’ 

Mr. Carlos S. Greeley, a member of the 
Washington University Board of Trustees, 
was asked what he knew about the rumored 
amalgamation of the institutions. He said: 
„1 Know nothing about it, and you may 
say that there is no truth in the report. We 
havea very good charter, which exempts us 
from taxes. All our departments are Alling 
up and we are progressing rapidly. The 
Legislature should support the State College 
at Columbia, and not waste time higgling 
over the appropriation, If there were any 
grounds forthe rumored union of the two 
universities, I would know it, because I meet 
other members of the board daily.’’

county to appear before that body to push the claims 
of St. Louis County and advocate the location of the 
State University on the Allenton Farm.

Telephone Charges and the Law. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The telephone is a necessity in modern life. 
The telephone company has a complete 
monopoly of the business by virtue of its 
patents, and itis using its monopoly in op- 
pressive and extortionate ways. Its charges 
are out of all proportion to its expenditures. 
Its dividends are enormous in comparison 
with its investment. Its service is far below 
the degree of efficiency it might easily attain. 

If this were all it might plausibly be con- 
tended that men may do as they please with 
their own without legal interference. But this 
is not all. Itis only by permission of the State 
that this company does business at all, and 
it is within the power and right of the State 
to impose upon that permission such reason- 
able conditions as may be necessary to 
secure to the people an efficient service at a 
reasonable charge. 4 

The telephone company is permitted to use 
the public’s propertyin the conduct of its 
business. Without that permission, it could 
not carry on its business. It is right that 
the Legislature shall interfere to preventa 
corporation thus publicly favored from prac- 
ticlng extortion upon the public. The regu- 
lation of telephone tolls isa proper subject 
of legislation, and some such legislation as is 
now proposed at Albany is very badly 
needed,

LOUIS TO TAKE HIM TO DECATUR. 


Holloway Wanted to Anewer a Charge of 
Fraud—He Goes to Jefferson City to 
Petition Gov. Francis to Refuse the 
Requisition of the Governor of Ala- 
bama. 5 


W. L. Holloway of the Royal Publishing 
Co., formerly the Holloway Publishing 
Oo.,“ was arrested by Detectives Howard 
and Hobbs late yesterday foren@on. 

Holloway had been in Indiana, and during 
his absence the officers who had visited his 
place ascertained that he would re 
turn on Sunday. He was taken 
to the Four Courts and locked 
up. Later it developed that the police had 
arrested Holloway on a requisition from the 
Governor of alabama, which had . been 
honored by Gov. Francis of Missouri. 
Holloway’s lawyers called at the Four 
the agent of the State of Alabama arrived 
Courts last night and secured his 
release on bond last night. To-day 
to take Holloway back to answer the charge 
on which the requisition of Alabama 
is based, He is not familiar 
with the facts andi could only 
give an outline of the accusation as he under- 
stood it from the complainant, and the law 
officers at Decatur, Ala.,from which point he 
comes. Holloway could not be seen to-day, 
as he he has goneto Jefferson City, probably 
with his attorney to urge Goy. Francis to 
rescind his action honoring the requisition 
from Alabama. 

It appears, from the statements made at 
the ce of the Royal Publishing Co.“ 
that Holloway will endeavor to convince 
Gov. Francis that the Alabama authorities 
erred in issuing the warrant, and that the 
Governor of Alabama erred in making the 
requisition forthe prisoners and that Gov. 
Francis erred in honoring the call. 

Holloway’s concern has heretofore been 
called to the attention of the police by letters 
from persons in various parts of the country. 

A call was made at the office of the Royal 
Publishing Co., No. 202 Forth Second street, 
for the purpose of seeing W. L. Holloway. 
Upon inquiry it was learned of Jobn 
Holloway that : Holloway was 
out of the city. John Holloway said: 
„W. L. has gone to see Gov. Francis about 
this requisition affair. He has gone prepared 
to show,that this person who is bringing 
charges Sas made a mistake. It is certain 
now that the Governor will not permit W. L. 
to be taken out of the State. You see it was 
just a little misunderstanding on the part of 
u person we had some dealings with.

O’Malley marched a negro from 
the Union Depot to the Four Courts this 
morning who is supposed to be the brute that 
committed an outrage on Mrs. Taylor at 
Sedalia, Mo., last Tuesday night in the pres- 
ence of her husband, whom he had tied toa 
tree. The fellow, who gives his name as 
Morris Wilson, got on an east - bound Missouri 
Pacific train ata station west of Kirkwood, 
last night and rode in front of the 
baggage car until Kirkwood - was 
reached , when he crawled out. Some of 
the train men discovered him and 
suspected him of being a fugitive, but with- 
out letting him know their suspicions, the 
conductor told him he would bring him to St. 
Louis if he would work his passage. The 
darkey consented and was brought to the 
city on the engine. He had no hat and his 
clothing and appearance generally indicated 
that he had had a rough time of it for several 
days. About the only thing found on him 
was a can of salmon. He bore a close re- 
semblance tothe description of the Sedalia 
negro and the train crew believed that he 
was the fellow. He is now inthe hold -over 
at the Four Courts and will be held till Sedalia 
is heard from. The man appears to be 
about 2 years old and has a very un - 

sessing countenance, but he has a story 
O explain his whereabouts All last week, 
which, if it can be substantiated, will estab- 
lish his innocence of the Sedalja crime, 
WILSON’S STATEMENT. 

Jas on the road between Wr and 
St. Louis all last week, said he. ‘‘I used 
to uve in Kansas City and worked for 
Armour, the pork packer. Two or three 
weeks ago—I don’t know just when it was—a 
lot of us were shipped to Springfield, Mo., 
to work on a rallroad. They sent us 
to a place called Thayer, in 
Arkansas, and we worked a few, 
days when some of em struck and quit work. 
We all had to stop andI went back to Spring- 
field and from there beat my way onthe 
Frisco road to St. Louis. Where was I last 
Tuesday? I believe that was the day I was 
in the woods near a little station, thirteen 
miles below Lebanon. A brakeman brought 
meas farasthattownand said he couldn’t 
carry me any farther, as it was the end ol 
his run. The woods is very thick there and! 
went out about 200 yards from the railroad 
track and built a fire and lay down 
for a rest, While I was there 
some white men came along : 
‘Coon, what a’ ye doin’ here?’ I said: 
‘Nothin.’ They asked me where I lived and 
I said: Nowhere, but am just travelin’ 
through the country.’ Thent ＋ told mo to 
clear out. There were four or five of them 
and they jumped on me and one of them cut 
me in the back or struck at me, but only cut 
a slit in my coat (which Wilson exhibited). I 
fought them and got away and 
ran. That night 1 got on a 
freight train — north and 
rode to Lebanon. There I stayed a couple of 
days working fora man that pumps. They 
have a summer resort there. wheeled out 
ashes forthe man, When I got on another 
train Irode to a town I believe they call 
Aurora, where I helped a fellow move. He 
gave me 25 cents and a can of salmon and 
some crackers. The next time I rode to 
Pacific, and got on a passenger train. I rode 
behind the engine on the front ot the bag- 
— At Kirkwood the engineer saw me 
and told me to get on his engine and fire for 
him and that I could ride to St. Louis. 

FORMERLY LIVED IN Sr. LOUIS. 

Wilson says that he lived here in St. Louls 
a short time about five years ago, but doesn’t 
recollect anybody that he got acquainted 
with at that time. He says he lived with an 
aunt named Martha Curtis, on Thirteenth 
and Franklin avenue, just back of a drug- 
store at 902 North Thirteenth street, but his 
aunt has moved to Illinois since then, 

The police are inclined to the opinion 
that he is hot the right man. It 
is claimed that he got on the Mis- 
souri Pacific train at Kent, Mo., a statk 
near Kansas City, and not at Pacific, as! 
claims, and that he rode most or all of t! 
way to Pacificon the trucks of one of the 
coaches.

BASE BALL. 


The Cleveland management which was so 
much opposed to Sunday base ball is now 
evidently anxious fora slice of the melon. 
In the Cleveland Plaindealer there appears a 
comunication which evidently comes 
official sources, advocating the playing of 
Sunday base ballinthe Forest City. The fol- 


iowing is the communication, with the in- 
troductory reinarks by the paper: 

Inthe following communication, written 
by one Of the most liberal patrons of base ball 
inthe city, and a gentleman whose name 
would earn the respect of every citizen could 
it de given, some arguments are advanced 
for Sunday ball that are unanswerable: 

»The consolidation of the National League 
and American Association has naturally re- 
vived the question of Sunday ball playing, it 
having been the custom in a majority of the 
cities of the American Association to play ou 
that day. While not being an ad- 
vocate of an amusement that would 
be lfable to divert a person 
from what he may see fit to consider a re- 
ligious duty, it might be weil enough to find 
out about where to draw the line, as to where 
that ends and desecration commences. kK 
would not require a very careful canvass to 
satisfy anyone, behe ever so bigoted, that 
those fond ot innocent amusement on the 
Sabbath day are very largely in the majority, 
and the question arises why they are not per-. 
mitted to enjoy themselves in their own 
pecullar manner—if it be peculiar—without 
calling down the wrath of those who may 
not agree with them. Law and order 80 
cleties have been formed for other purposes, 
it was yo ed than to attempt to resur- 
rect the blue laws of New England. It isa 
question whether they have the right to dic- 
tate totheir neighbor as to how he must pass 
his Sabbath. The bulk of humanity is com- 
posed of those who labor six days in the 
week and they are entitled to some consid- 
eration and should be allowed, it they so de- 
Sire, to enjoy themselves on the seventh day 
as they may think proper, rather than to the 
dictations of those whothink the Sabbath is 
for no other purpose than that of church 
worship and the rformance of religious 
auties. Forced religion is the father of 
hypocrisy. It 16 tifying to know, how 
ever, that the public is becoming more en- 
lightened and not so obstinately attached to 
their creeds. More }iberal toward the opinions 
of others, greatér freedom is being allowed. 
Why any one man or setof men should dic- 
tate the religious policy of all is past my un- 
derstanding. Churches hold forth in the 
morning and evening. Is there any reason 
why the afternoon might not be devoted to 
amusement and recreation by those who feel 
so disposed? Base ball, without the whisky 
or beer drinking 1 is a healthy 
amusement and es the place of other 
amusements not so harmiess. Those that 
have no other opportunity of witnessing 
1 except on Sunday should be gratified. 

t is true there is a law prohibiting it. Liquor 
selling and many other things are prohibited 
by law, but they have become dead letters, 
only to be used occasionally by those desiring 
to advertise their religious qualifications.’’
